— Whereas it 1 appears to the Central Government that it Is necessary 
In the public Interest that for the transpoit of petroleum between he Gujarat E'e- 
ilnery, Baroda in Gujarat State to Ahmedabad in Gujarat State, pipelines should 
be laid by the Oil and Natural Gas Commission and that for. the purpose of laying 
such pipelines, It is necessary to acquire the right of user in the land described in 
the Schedule annexed hereto;
